MAKE SHAMBLES | 
OF SCHOOL ROOMS 


ONDON, June 14, 3 a. m— 
The bombing of a school 
house furnished one of the 
most pitiable scenes in the i 
air raid on London yesterday. The 

“bomb struck the roof squarely, 

cutting clean through and passing 

through two. class rooms, one 

above th other, killing séme chil- 
dren but sparing the majority. 

It finally exploded with terrific 
force in a room on the ground 
floor where there were sixty-four 
little children from 5 to 7 years of 
age, ten.of whom were killed out- 
right and all the onpers: more or 
less injured. | 


The room was 36 feet by 24 and 
the force of the explosion in such 
a confined area was naturally ter- 
rific. A basin shaped hole several 
feet deep was made in the floor. 
Most of the ceiling was brought 
down and. the furniture shattered 
into splinters. 

Some of the babies had arms ont 
legs torn off, others were shock-

The commission consists =” eleven 
members, and was escorted into the cap- 
ital by M. Motinsky, Russia's repre- 
sentative, 


Greeted by Cabinet Minister. 

At the Nikolai station awaiting to 
greet the Americans were David R. 
Francis, the American ambassador; the 
staffs of the embassy and of the Amer- 
ican consulate, and N. V. Nekrasoff, 
minister of ways and ications 
in the Russian cabinet. 

In a statement made immediately after 
his arrival Mr. Stevens said the commis- 
sion’s aim was to assist the Russian peo- 
ple and the Russian government, espe- 
cially in railroad affairs, by placing at 
Russia's disposal America’s technical 
skill and, industrial resources. 


States Objects of Visit. 
“The commission is strictly official,” 
Mr. Stevens said. ‘Its primary object 
is to help the allies in the war agginst 
Germany. The commission will estab- 
lish general relations with the Russian 
government, and also especially with 
the railroad and war departments. As 
soon as we have formed judgment as 
to the special defects and needs of the 
Russian roads we ghall enter into nego- 
tlations with a special. technical com- 
mission in the United States with the 
aim, the ‘quickest possible moment, to 
supply the necesgary materials. We 
are further ready to facilitate the sup- 
ply to Russia of war materials and iron 
and coal.”

Fight Far Above 
from Roofs. 


(By the Assoctated Press.) 
LONDON, June 13.—Three of the 
fifteen German aeroplanes which to- 
day raided England succeeded in pen- 


etrating the air defenses until they 


passed directly above the “city” 
proper and from a great height rained 
bombs down on the financial and busi- 
ness center. They were attacked by 
British aviators and shelled by anti- 
dircraft cannon and the thousands of 
business men and employés watched 
the battle staged at least two miles 
above the city. , 

The main damage was done, not in 
the city proper, but in the east end, 
the congested tenement section, where 
in some places whole blocks of houses 
were shattered. All fifteen of the 
raiders apparently reached this sec- 
tion of the city. 

CASUALTIES NUMBER 534. 

At a late hour tonight the casual- 
ties as officially announced numbered 
534, including 97 killed and 437 
wounded. Fifty-five men met death 
and 223 men were wounded. Sixteen 
women and 26 children were killed 
and 222 women and. 94 children were 
Most. of. the .casuaities.

It is feared reports from these places 
will increase greatly the number of 
victims.

Aid by Wounded Soldiers. 

Throughout the bombed area there was 
a steady movement of ambulances, co!- 
lecting the injured and rushing them to 
the hospital. One hospital, which is 
partly supported by donations from New 
York and has been used largely for 
wounded soldiers, .probably got more 
Patients than any other in this section. 

These soldiers did yeoman work as. 
the injured arrived, not/in caring for 
those hurt but in giving comfort to rela- 
tives who gathered about the building to 


learm the fate of those being carried | 


within. In and out among the crowd of 
women, many of them with infants in 
their arms, hobbled soldiers on crutches, 
stopping here and there to drop a word 
of sympathy and encouragement. 
One hoepital alone had received forty 
cases up to 2 o’clock and others were 
arriving steadily, numbers of the injured 
being sent here from other hospitals 
which lacked facilities to handle their 


cases. 
King Remains Calm. 

There were many evidences of the 
coolness with which the people greeted 
the appearance of the raiders over Lon- 
Gon. For instance, despite the reports 
that a raid was in progress King George 
proceeded with an investiture in Buck- 
ingham palace, the recipients of the 
honors walking in and out of the palace 
grounds without a trace of nervousness 
being apparent.

into dock. Gen. Pershing stood on the 
quarterdeck surrounded by forty-six 
American staff officers, with fifty-nine 
military clerks and sixty-seven enlisted 
men forming the background. 

On the quay was a brilliant assembly 
of French officers and officials. Stand- 
ing or clinging to vantage points every- 
where about the maritime station.and 
on the landing stage were thousands of 
soldiérs, most of them British,. either 
going on leave toward England or re- 
turning to the trenches. 

As the gang plank was let down on 
the quay “ The Star-Spangled Banner ” 
was changed into the “ Marseillaise,”’ 
and Rene Besnard, under secretary of 
war, and Gen. Dumas, commander of 
the northern: district of France, went 
aboard to extend official greetings. 


In Service of Humanity. 

Only a few words were exchanged. 
General Dumas saig: 

“We know you have come tot see the 
war right through, and we welcome you 
in the name of civilization and human- 
ity.”

By such a defeat, and such a defeat 
alone, can either side in any war com- 
pel the other to accept the terms de- 
sired. 


Germans Increase.Forces.

Germer went to Grand Rapids as soon 
as he learned he was being sought. 

Gerner was indicted because of the 
circulation in Grand Rapids of literature 
opposing the draft law declared to have 
been sent out from national Socialist 
headquarters here. 

Germer’s offices at Madison ond Hal- 
sted streets were “ visited” by federal 
officers more than a month ago. At that 
time he denied there had been a raid. 

Germer also acquired publicity by his 
support of Ald. John C. Kennedy, the 
Socialist. At a meeting in the Twenty- 
seventh ward he defended Kennedy 
against the charge that the alderman 
had advised a revolution if war was 
declared. He said he would refuse “to 
go out and be shot’ for Wall ‘sah oy in- 
terests.

HE organ of smell is the nose, or, | 

to speak more accurately, a lim- 

_ ited area of the nose. The cells 

for smelling are located in the 
upper part of the’ nose back of the car- 
tilage portion, on the septum, the roof, 
and a portion of the superior turbinated. 
In these ameas there are nerve cells 
which come to the surface between 
epithelial cells and which end in a tuft 
of fine, hairlike processes. From the 
other end of the smell cell a nerve fiber 
runs through the thin layer of bone 
‘Which separates the roof of the nose 
from the base of the brain. Having 
pierced the bone, it enters a nerve off- 
shoot called the olfactory bulb and runs 
thence to the olfactory center in the 


Odors are fine gases, Hauids, and pow- 
ders which are diffused by air currents. 
When they enter the’ nose and strike 
the hairlike fibers of the olfactory cells 
they stimulate them to send a nerve 
impulse to the brain. The brain regis- 
ters this as an odor. 

do not produce odors until they have 
been put in solution by the fluids of the 
nose, or other fluids, or have been vola- 


The ‘process by which ‘the odoriferous 
substances irritate the olfactory cells is. 
a chemical one very similar to that by 
which light stimulates the sight cells of 
the eye. Air can pass along the direct 
route from the front of the nose through 
the lower nose passages to the lungs 
without stimulating the smell organs. 
To do this the gas must get up into the 
loft of the nose, Therefore, when one — 
smells of a something he does not in-
